Franklin 
county prompted the 
auditor 
of 
Franklin county to eall A. It. Hid­ 
den. the Rush county auditor, by 
telephone this morning to tell him 
of a story 
going 
the 
rounds 
in 
Franklin county that a car load of 
cattle had been shipped from Chica­ 
go, consigned to Rushville, and that 
they were to be unloaded here and 
driven through to Franklin county. 


Investigations tend to prove that 
there is no foundation for the story. 
Railroad freight a g e n t s 
here 
say 
that the federal quarantine on inter­ 
state shipments of live stock from 
any one of the quarantined states is 


so strict that no live stock can be 
shipped out of Chicago. 


Local 
veterinarians 
have 
been 
watching fm* any symptoms of the 
malady. 
When they hear a rumor 
that some live stock 
is 
suffering 
with the disease, they have a l w a y s 
traced the rum or and learned it was 
without foundation or have examin­ 
ed the -lock and found no symptoms 
of the disease. 


The auditor of Franklin 
county 
called at the Rush county auditor’s 
office to locate

commissioner.

The C. II. & D. freight agent said 
th at even if there was a hare chance 
of a shipper escaping the q u aran ­ 
tine in Chicago, the railroads would 
not haul the stock. 
The railroads, 
he stated, are obeying the q u aran ­ 
tine law> to the letter and will not 
accept any stock 
for 
inter-state 
shipments where the states are un­ 
der quarantine against the foot and 
mouth disease.

London, Nov. 11.—W ith his em­ 
pire engaged in the greatest strug­ 
gle in its history King George in his 
peech irom the throne today called 
upon parliament fo r the enactment

government to carry the w ar to a 
ueeessful conclusion.

London, Nov. 
11.— Despite 
the 
rich robes of peers and 
peeresses 
and the gay uniforms 
of 
heralds 
and diplomats in the house of lords, 
the grim struggle 
proceeding 
in 
Europe when parliament reassembled 
today and was formally opened hv 
King George. 


Full state m arked the ceremony, 
but the brilliantly uniformed troops 
which usually line the route from 
Buckingham Palace to Westminister 
were missing and for the first time 
in history khaki-clad soldiers p arti­ 
cipated in a state procession. 


In view of the German spy scare, 
the usual perfunctory search of the 
vaults under perliament tor possible 
imitators of Guy Fawkes, was today 
of an earnest and thorough nature. 
The 
picturesque 
yoeinen 
of 
the 
guard carried 
out 
their 
historic 
search but Scotland Yard men had 
performed the tii"k f a r more effi­ 
ciently before their arrival. 
In the house and lobbies there was 
the unprecedented sight of legisla­ 
tors in khaki. 
Over 
one 
hundred 
members of parliam ent and as m any 
peers have joined, or were already 
members of the naval and 
m ilitary 
forces. 
About fifty obtained leave 
from their camps to attend today's 
ceremonies. 
The only touch of color 
in 
the 
state procession was 
provided by 
the 
little 
squad 
of 
“beefeaters” 
marching behind the Royal carriage 
and the Cuirassed troopers of the 
life guards who were in full uniform. 
King George and Queen Mary rode 
in the famous gilt coach, drawn by 
eight 
cream-colored 
Hanoverian 
ponies, but the carriages conveying 
the suite were fewer 
and 
plainer 
than usual. 
The brilliant headquarters staffs 
were also missing, most of the gen­ 
erals being at the front. 
The few 
officers who could he spared 
from 
the war wore khaki or undress uni­ 
forms. 
The king wore a field m arshal’s 
uniform.

enthusiastic plaudits of the
